Claims 19-39, 44-19, 77-82 and 89-94 drawn to memory cells, classified in 
class 257, subclass 296. 

III. Claims 50-58, 105-106, 70-72 and 107-108, drawn to method of making 
electrode structures, classified in class 438, subclass 597. 

IV. Claims 59-69, 73-76, 83-88 and 99-104, drawn to method of making 
memory cell, classified in class 438, subclass 238. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II, IV and I, III are related as process of making and product made. 
The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case a device as claimed in claim 95 of group I can 
be made by another and materially different process in which no opening is formed in a 
dielectric layer. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group II, IV is not required for Group I, III, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons 
given above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized 
divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Inventions I, II and III, IV are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the 
electrode structure as of claim 95 can be used with different material than chalcogenide 
in most of the memory cell group. The subcombination has separate utility such as the 
structure of claim 1 can be used as an IC connector solely. 

6. In any group that the applicant chose, this application contains claims directed to 
the following patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: the first species 
wherein the opening in the dielectric is not needed, the second species wherein the 
opening in the dielectric is as of fig. 1 B and th ethird species wherein the opening in the 
dielectric is as of fig. 3B.
